New Air Mail Plans 


Packayes up to 30 
pounds for American mil- 
itary personnel served by 
Army and Fleet Post Of- 
fices overseas now can he 
sent by air transportation 
at special low rates, Post- 
master Robert Cooper 
pointed out recently. 

“Xrea residents using 
this new airlift service will 
get much faster delivery 
on parcels to military per- 
sonnel overseas,’’ Post- 
mast Cooper said. He said 
the airlift is ayailahle on 
a space - available hasis 
upon payment of the do- 
mestic parcel post surface 
rate plus a flat $1 fee, 

Packayes weighing upto 
30 pounds and not more 
than 60 inches in combined 
length and girth qualify for 
the new special airlift rate, 

Postal patrons can j,et 
the airlift service on pack-~ 
ages mailed to all military 
personnel at APO and FPO 
addresses overseas, andin 
Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto 
‘Rico, Postmaster Cooper 
noted that the new airlift 
also applies to parcels 
mailed hack to the States 
by servicemen from these 
military post offices, 

Parcels on which the $l 
fee is paid set air trans- 
portation all the way -- 
from here to the port of 
embarkation, and from

A 22 year-old Dothan 
Negro, .Johnny Mack Jack- 


son, was sentenced here 
Wednesday night to die in 
the electric chair after

Jackson was accused of 
assaulting a white woman 
at her home on Jan, 7, 
1967, The victim also was 
stabbed in the neck by her

Appeals of death sen- 
tences to the State Supreme 
Court are automatic in

The three-day trial end- 
ed shortly before 10 p.m, 
Wednesday when the jury 
of ll men and one woman 
returned its verdict some

Jackson took the stand 
in his own behalf to claim 
that he was innocent of the 
assault, He testified that

The victim, however, 
identified Jackson in her 
testimony as her assail- 
ant.

SECTION 1, (a) That the System be constructed and 
equipped in accordance with plans and specifications 
prepared by Dixie Engineers, Inc, Engineer, and (b) 


that it is necessary to defray a portion of the costs 
of construction and equipping the System throug!

SECTION 3, Upon delivery to the Government, the 
Bond shall be registered as to principal and interest 
in the name of the United States of America ina 
suitable book obtained for that purpose, in the office 
of the Clerk of the Municipality, hereby designated

SECTION 6, Any money in the Construction Account 
not needed to :defray acquisition and construction 
costs within the next 90 days from the time when 
such surplus shall exist, and in the Revenue Fund 
Account not needed to defray the principal and in- 
terest requirements for the Bond payable from the 
System revenues for the then current fiscal year, 
may be invested or re-invested by the Municipality 
in bills, certificates of indebtedness, notes, bonds, 
or debentures which are direct obligations of, or 
obligations the principal and interest of which are 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of 
America, which shall be subject to redemption at 
face value by the holder thereof at the option of such 
holder, The securities so purchased as an investment 
of funds shall be deemed at alltimesto be a part of the 
account from which the said investment was with- 
drawn and the interest accruing thereon ,and any 
profit realized therefrom shall be credited to such 
account, and any loss resulting from such invest- 
ment shall likewise be charged to said account, The 
Municipality shall present for redemption or sale 
on the prevailing market any securities so purchased 
whenever it shall be necessary to do so in order to 
provide monies to meet any payment or transfer 
from such account. Investments made as herein pro- 
vided may be, and at the Government’s request will 
be, liquidated and the proceeds used for the pre- 
payment of installments, as provided in the Bond. 
SECTION 7, The Municipality covenants and agrees 
that so long as the Bond hereby authorized remains 
unpaid: 

(a) It will comply with applicalbe State Laws and 
Regulations and continually operate and maintain the 
System in good condition, 

(b) It will impose and collect such rates and 
charges for services rendered by the System that

annum rate specified in the Bond, All such advances, 
expenditures and interest thereon shall be deemed pay- 
able upon demand immediately after any such ex- 
penditure by the Government, Any such amounts due

SECTION 8, In order to secure the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Bond, pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 313, Title 37, Code of 
Alabama, Recompiled 1958, there is hereby created 
a Statutory Mortgage Lien in favor of the holder of 
the Bond upon the System, including any after-acquir- 
ed property. 

There will be filed for record in the Office of 
the Judge of Probate in the County or Counties in 
which any part of the System is located a notice con- 
taining a brief description of the Bond and a de- 
claration that said Statutory Mortgage Lien has been 
created for the benefit of the holder of such Bond 
upon the System, including any additions thereto and 
extensions thereof. The Mayor and Clerk of the Muni- 
cipality are authorized and directed to execute and file 
said Declaration, 

SECTION 9, A, Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as to prevent the issuance, with the prior 
written consent of the State Director of the Farmers 
Home Administration for the State of Alabama, by the 
Municipality of additional bonds or obligations payable 
from the income of revenue derived from the operation 
of the System and constituting a lien upon said revenues 
on a parity with, but not prior to nor superior to, the 
lien of the Bond herein authorized, nor to prevent 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations refunding 
all or a part of the Bond herein authorized, provided, 
however, that the Municipality, at the time of the 
issuance of such additional obligations, is not, and 
has not been in default as to the payments required to 
be made under this ordinance for a period of at least 
twenty-four months, or if at such time, the Bond 
authorized hereby has not been issued and outstanding 
for a period of twenty-four months, then for the 
period said Bond has been issued and outstanding, 
and provided, that before such additional parity bonds 
or other parity obligations are authorized or actually 
issued, other than refunding bonds or other refunding 
obligations (unless any lien or revenues of the 
System of the obligations refunded is subordinate to 
the lien of the Bond herein authorized and the lien on 
revenues of the System of the refunding obligations 
is on a parity with the lien thereon of the Bond 
herein authorized), the annual earning derived from 
the operation of the System for the fiscal year im- 
mediately preceding the date of the issuance of such 
additional parity obligations shall have been sufficient 
to pay the costs of operation and maintenance of the 
System for said fiscal year, and, in addition, sufficient 
to pay an amount representing one hundred and fifty 
percent (150%) of the average annual principal and 
interest debt service requirements on the outstanding 
revenue Bond and other obligations of the Municipal- 
ity payable from the revenues of the System; and 
provided further, that the estimated average annual 
earnings of said System for the life of the then out- 
standing revenue Bond and the proposed revenue 
bonds, all payable from the revenues of the System, 
shall have been sufficient to pay the estimated 
average annual costs of the operation and mainten- 
ance of the System for the life of both the then out- 
standing and the proposed revenue bonds, and in 
addition, sufficient to pay an amount representing one 
hundred and fifty percent (150%) of the debt service 
requirements of the then outstanding revenue bonds 
combined with the debt service requirements of the 
proposed additional revenue bonds; provided, further, 
that the annual earnings derived from the operation of 
the System need not equal 150% of the debt service 
requirements of the outstanding and the proposed 
additional revenue bonds or other obligations in the 
event the Government is the purchaser or insurer 
of any such additional bonds or obligations. 

B, A written certification by a Certified Public 
Accountant that said earnings for the said fiscal year 
immediately preceding the new obligations, when 
adjusted as hereinafter provided, are sufficient topay 
said amounts, shall be conclusively presumed to be 
accurate in determining the rights of the Municipality 
to authorize, issue, sell and deliver such additional 
bonds or other obligations on a parity with the Bond 
herein authorized, Any necessary estimate of future 
earnings of the System shall be prepared by a con- 
sulting engineer, 

C, In determining whether or not additional 
parity bonds, or other obligations may be issued as 
aforesaid, consideration shall be given toany probable 
increase (but not reduction) in operation and main- 
tenance expenses that will result from the expenditure 
of the funds proposed to be derived from the issuance 
of the said additional bonds or other obligations un- 
less, simultaneously, consideration is given to off- 
setting the effect of any such probable increase by an 
increase in rates and charges for services. 

SECTION 10. If at any time it shall appear to the 
Government that the Municipality is able to refund 
the amount of the Bond then outstanding, in whole or in 
part, by obtaining a loan for such purpose from re- 
sponsible cooperative or private credit sources, at 
reasonable rates and terms for loans for similar 
purposes and periods of time, the Municipality will, 
upon request of the Government, apply for and accept 
such loan in sufficient amount to repay the Govern- 
ment and will take all such action as may be required 
in connection with such loan,

During the first month 
of this year Alabama’s un- 


eniployment level exper- 
ieWced its normal seasonal 


rise, climbing to a total 
of around 55,000 idle work- 
ers, according to a survey 
by the State Department

Primarily responsible 
in the unemployment gain 
was seasonal layoffs by 
employers in both agricul- 
tural and nonfarm activi- 
ties. As expected for this 
time of the year, the in-

As compared to the civ- 
ilian labor force, the un- 
employment ration was 4,3 
per cent in January, This

th in January, the gain was 
not as large asanticipated, 
Any heavy increase in the 
rolls of the unemployed was 
stemmed by a less than 
seasonal decline in the la- 
bor force which measured 
in excess of 1,2 million

labeled specifically for kite 
flying, could, if damp or 
wet, cause electrocution, 

In order to prevent fur- 
ther accidents and deaths 
parents and children are 
warned to observe the fol- 
lowing precautions when 
kite flying: 

1, Fly kites only in open 
places away from power, 
lines, 

2, Use only dry cotton 
kite thread designed spe- 
cifically for kite flying, 
Do not use sulistitutes,

tempt ~stieve around
